— Continued 
delay of trial of the case of Abner 
j Gfffin. president of the Apex Gold Min* 
j ing company of Seattle, Wash., who is 
I under arrest here on the charge that 
the stock in the Apex mine which he 
sold is worthless, have led to the belief 
among som e of the people that the au­ 
thorities are skeptical about being able 
to convict him. 
According to rer>orts 
that have com e from almost every city 
in northern Indiana, southern Michi­ 
gan and northwestern Ohio, the atate- 
i ment of $100,000 worth of Apex stock 
held 
here and 
in 
this 
vicinity 
thought not too big 
Giffin was born 
and reared at Rolling Prairie. Laporte 
county, and in his younger days be 
sold sew ing m achines in this vicinity. 
This gave him a wide acquaintance, 
and so he found it easy to sell big 
blocks of m ining stock 
to bis old 
friends. 
The first real first hand information 
from Seattle since the arrest of Glffin 
came to Laporte in the news brought 
by John Cox of Everett, Wash., who is 
well acquainted with Giffin and lias 
often visited the Apex mine and has 
been over the Seattle-Tacoma railway, 
stock in which Giffin has sold in big 
blocks in this vicinity. 
Cox says Gif­ 
fin has the line» and is “the whole 
thing,” he and his family being the 
officers and directors of the Apex Min­ 
ing company and of the electric line. 
Cox says Giffin has owned the m ine 
for several years and has operated it 
in a small way. 
W henever he ran short of funds he 
would make a trip east and sell som e 
stock. 
In this way he has kept the 
mine running, and. according to Cox, 
has accumulated enough to purchase 
and stock one of the best and largest 
ranches in Washington, the property, 
however, it is said, being in his wife's 
name. 
As to the mine itself, Cox says 
it is located in the side of a mountain 
at an altitude of 3,000 feet, and is in­ 
accessible except on foot over a rocky 
and zig-zag trail. 
He says that the 
highest pay dirt it ev+>r yielded a s s a y ­ 
ed $2,1 a ton. 
The mine is nine miles from a rail­ 
road, to w'hieh tb«' ore is taken in 
buckets over pulley and wir*- trans­ 
mission for two miles and the balance 
of the distance by wagon, except for a 
short distance in push cars over a 
three-foot gauge strap railroad. 
From 
the nearest shipping point to the sm el­ 
ter in Tacoma is ninety miles, and Mr. 
Cox estim ates that the cost of mining 
and getting the ore to the mine is $20 
a ton.

section farm . O ur friend contends that

sas fa rm e r in th e following language: 
"1 am iu fav o r of progress and ad 
vaneem ent. but before we get into the 
ex pert business too fa r I am iu favor 
of p u ttin g th ose exp erts on probation. 
Give each one 160 acres of land, one 
team , tw o cows, four sheep, provisions 
for oue year, and. if at the expiration 
of five y ears lie lias kept out of the

THE C ELE R Y BED. 
T he home g ard en can easily Ik* m ade 
to produce all ttie celery that the fam ­ 
ily needs.

bottom of this to a depth of four or 
five inches an d working in three or 
four w h eelb arro w loads of well rotted 
m anure.

T H E G R A S S H O P P E R P E S T . 
in several sections of w estern states 
grasshoppers have done great dam age 
w ithin the past few weeks, an d ento 
mologists connected with several mid­ 
dle sta te a g ricu ltu ral colleges have 
warned fa rm e rs of possible dam age 
from the pest in the coming weeks 
A spray that is said to be effective in 
killing the grassh op pers is m ade by 
mixing one pound of arsenate of lead 
and two q u a rts of cheap molasses and 
diluting in sixty gallons of w ater. This 
should he applbsl to vegetation along 
roadsides an d th e edges of fields where 
the grassh op pers may be abundant..

when they eat it is made by mixing

of paris green

pounds of bran and adding enough wa

were

m issing 
w hen th e ow ner w ent to see w h at 
grow th they 
w ere making.

sam e neighborhood seventy trees were 
taken from another farmer. 


W h ere sand or gravel and decom ­ 
posed lim estone and clay are a t hand 
there is no cheaper or better m aterial 
for road im provem ent. W here the road 
to be Im proved is already sandy, the 
clay-11mestone combination Is all th a t 
is needed. W here the soil is heavy and 
either m uck or loam, both sand and 
the clay and limestone should be used 
I f the roadw ay is low the roadside 
should be d rained and the road c ro w n ­ 
ed w ith a g rader before the surface 
m aterials m entioned a re applied. 


White there are a few N ew England 
orchardists who favor keeping their 
trees in grass, cutting the grass and 
using it for a mulch, and while iu 
m any ranches in the far w est the sy s­ 
tem of clean cultivation throughout the j 
season is followed, there is much t o 1 
com m end the system of giving clean 
cultivation up to the middle of July ;

T he greatest danger to young apple 
orchards cotucs from tiie inroads of 
the borer beetle. 
The eggs are laid by 
the m ature beetle the latter part of 
May and early June, and tin* little 
borers which hatch in a few days are 
soon busy. The point w here they enter 
the bark is usually indicated by a drop 
of brow n colored sap or. in the case of 
the borers that are several mofiths or 
a y e ar old. by brownish, saw dust-like 
excreta. 
W ashes applied at about the 
tim e the young 
hatch 
will 
destroy 
many, but the only sure method is to J 
inspect the trunks of the trees just 
above the ground at interv als during 
the sum m er and cut out an d destroy 
any that are found. 
W here tiie borers 
are old and deep in tiie tree a pliable 
tw ig may tie used to prod tfieiii in 
their holes where at work 
T h e ground 
for a d iam eter of two or three feet 
about the trunk should be kept free

P rofessor I»i< e of the poultry d epart­ 
ment of th e S ta te College or Agricul­ 
ture a t Cornell university. New York, 
has a couple of hens of which he may 
well feel proud. 
One of tjiese, Cornell 
Supreme, has laid t»U0 eggs in a period 
of th ree y ears, th e highest sustained 
production of which he lias lieen able 
to find any a u th e n tic record. 
These 
eggs w eighed 80.10 pounds, or more 
than tw enty-five tim es tiie weight of 
the hen 
A no ther ben, Cornell 8ur 
prise, has laid 502 eggs in tiie three 
year 
period, 
a 
rem arkab le 
feature 
about her p erfo rm an ce being th a t she 
laid more eggs each successive year, 
her score for th e th re e years being 180. 
180 and 190 eggs respectively. 
T he 
perform ance of these two bens leads 
their o w n er to th e conclusion th a t a 
hen can su sta in a high egg production 
for a period o f a t least three years and 
th a t such a breed can be developed by 
selection w hich will add greatly to the 
value of th e poultry business o f the 
country.

She feigned to

Ibat they' w ere arresting her for co m ­ 
plicity w ith theft or some such offense, 
that she w as very much afraid of tier 
husband and that he would be greatly 
enraged a t seeing her brought hom e I» 
charge of the police.

to so develop.
